documentary evidence for the barest ex- 
istence of ancient. China, or of any part 
part of it, which is not to be found in the 
China records; und in them alone; no other 
nation any where near China has ang record 
hor tradition «if ‘either its.own or of China’s 
existence at.a period earlier than the 
Chinese records indicate.” This in iteslf 
bespeaks a trémeadous antiquity. 
In the chapter devoted td ‘‘ Eunachs, 
human sacrifices, food,” Mz Parker alludes 
to the univorsal use of spirituous liquors 
in ancient China, even Confucius, we read, 
enjoyed ‘his dram; ‘tt Ag to wine,~ ho hid 
ne meagura, hut he did not fuddle himself.”
